While train No. 3, drawing 17 cars, 
which were crowded almost to suffoca- 
tion Dy excursionist*, was standing at 
the Woodlawn station, a wild engine 
came thundering along the tracks in its 
wake aud crashed into the rear car, 
,«le.sc£»piug it. The ear was full of 
passengers, most of whom came from 
Uew York. 


Many people saw the engine tearing 


•long and jumped from the tram and 
hus saved their lives. A colored porter 
yelled to the passengers to jump. The 
runaway engine dashed into the rear 
car, smashing it into kindling wood and 
bnryiug men. women and children be 
neath it. There was a rnah of surging 
luiuauity from the train. Scarcely half 
a dozen peonta kept their heads or were 
able to render asnutauce to the injured. 


Patrolman Kelley, who was on duty 


at the station, turned iu several ambu- 
lance calls and five ambulances from the 
surrounding hospitals promptly re- 
sponded. Iu the meantime the wood- 
work of the wrecked cars caught fire 
and was soon in a bla^e. Four caw 
were completely destroyed before the 


Lauds were able to uncouple them, 


and four cars were telescoped by the 
collision. Most of the injured were 
taken to the hospitals and several will 
probably die. 


Last uifbt the police authorities, who 


have Engineer Johnson and Fireman 
Ko«8 of the runaway engine tinder ar- 
rest, said that engine No. 6, while shunt- 
ing on the track was in danger, while 
going backward, of collision with an- 
other engine. The engineer, thinking 
it impossible to avoid this collision, re- 
versed the lever and jumped from the 
train, followed by ban fireman. The 
engine, however, jumped forward al- 
most immediately and started down the 
tracks at a tumlic rate of speed, result- 
ing m the disaster.

military park, Sept 19 and 20, 32 
years later, will be an occasion of pro- 
found interest to both north and south. 


Unuillijirili** »» "»Vl»,S tllM V4.HJ4I TwilMW 1*1* 
tweeu the old Union and Confederate 
soldiers \\ho took part in the Uetty.*<bTirg 
exercises, it will be probably exceeded 
in deinoustrativtmess at the opening of 
Chickamauga. More of the soldiers on 
both sidas than have ever come together 
imce the war are expected to meet then. 
They are those who fought each other 
ou the field of Chickamauga till it ran 
in blood. Now they meet as brothers to 
consecrate tho ground wl.tio ^uimodes 
on both sides fell and to dedicate mon- 
uments to the fallen. 


It will be melancholy to tho survivors 


to recall how few of the generals are 
left to take part iu tho exercises !Sej>t. 
19 and 30, 1895, Bragg, commander ID 
chief of the Confederate forces, died 111 
Texas 19 years ago this very September. 
General Lougstreet, who commanded 
the Confederate left wiug at Chickaman- 
ga, w:ll revisit the bcene of hl» futiufi 
thrilling experience. 


Soldiers from 28 states fought in the 


battle of Chickamanga. Kentucky had 
regiments ou both sides. So did Mis- 
souri. The state of Missouri has erected 
monuments to her fallen, and with per- 
fect impartiality ham divided them 
equally among Union and Confederate 
dead. It will bo nowa to many of our 
rea'iers that iho United States govern 
mout bun set up eight monumental 
shafts to the memory of eight geucruh 
killixl at Chickamauga, and four of 
th<we generals are Confederates—Helm, 
Doschlor, Colqnitt and Preston .Smith 
The Union officers towhoMe memory tlm 
national goveriiuieut built monuuieiiis 
are General \V, H. Lytle and Colouelr 
H«V, Kuxg and Baldwin.

Boy Criminal* Are I'ucUhed by 


Thraahluff In KngliunL 


Boy* who ur«' found guilty nf minor 


offf.i i«4 iii Kni.'l;i).<l ;irn sf-iiti-nr.Mi by tl>«* 
judge* to a sound tlnii^liiujf ut thehauda 
of tlwpoliowwiin. Here is a d.vciiiJtion 
of it tukoii from an Knj-lU.li pai**r: 


The birch is a vory diifcrc-ut instru- 


ment of torture from tb« rat Tim for- 
mer is made u{> of a numtor of long 
bircii twigs, while tho laitt-r i» really a 
whip with uine knotted small cord 
lashes 
When the cut is Eirlinini^tered, 


the prison doctor must be present, but 
wben tbe birvh is put on it in only nec- 
essary for the iusi«>etor or superintend- 
ent of police to witness it, although the 
parents or near relatives of a boy sen- 
tenced to be flogged niuy bo present at 
tho castigation. When a dixie of the cut 
is dealt out, none but thi»e connected 
with the prison lire allowed to be there. 


Like the cut the birch uiuy be made a 


very severe punishment or a compara- 
tively trivial affair, uot merely accord- 
ing to the number of strokes, but from 
the instructions given the constable who 
is told off to do the flogging. I have 
seen a boy after six strokes resemble 
nothing so much as n piece of raw beef 
and bleeding fearfully, while I have 
aLso seen a boy after six strokes merely 
a trifle red. 


Some policemen dread the duty of 


flogging, and after the first two strokes 
get a sharp order to "hit the boy and 
not play with him." Other constables 
delight in the \vork and buusi uf their 
ability to draw blood at the first stroke. 


Various modes of administering the 


punishment obtain in different parts of 
the country. In some places boys are 
placed face downward on a form. One 
constable holds hi.s arms aud head firm- 
ly, while another does him the same 
service with his legs, and the third ad- 
ministers the pnnishmeut, 


In other prisons the culprit 'f pi* -w! 


on a constable's back, and as l:v *it:i 
there with his anus arotuid the officer's 
neck, awaiting "the event," his attitude 
strikes a spectator mure as one of affec- 
tion than discomfort. Another way is to 
compel a boy to lean over a eliair as if 
he were praying, then run a strap right 
around his legs nnd tho legs of the chair, 
a constable holding his head aud arms 
from tho other side.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Point of View. 


The student life of America is emi- 


nently an America!! institution. It has 
grown up in an odd com pound of native 
manners and foreign influences, which 
form an essentially new product. It is s 
good deal more complex in its organiza- 
tion than anything known on the Isis or 
the Cum. There is more details in it, 
and consequently less breadth of effect. 


The university organizations aro in- 


numerable. Men are banded together in 
college clnbs for every conceivable pur- 
pose of study or,amusement. Their bond 
of union may be Iheir attempt to talk 
Greek with the accent of modern Attica, 
or it may be only a passion for dumi- 
ncw, but it has all tho notes of institu- 
tion in its machinery of committee, 
president aud secretaries. Great variety 
of life come* from tho differences in for- 
tune among the students, but of late 
years there has been a laudable attempt 
on tbe part of the university and college 
authorities to introduce a more uniform 
simplicity. Plain living is the cry, and 
with this secured it is believed the 
thinking will take care of itself. 


At Harvard some time ago Professor 


Palmer tried to discover how far the liv- 
ing had deputed from the philosophic 
standard by asking some hundreds of 
students for a return of their annual ex- 
penditure. The answers showed that. 
Harvard at least had nothing to bo 
ashamed of. Many of the students, less 
than n fourth, spent less than £130 a 
year; some loss than £100. The average 
probably did not amount to the i'200 a 
year which the professor regards as an 
entirely adequate a!!o«-an<-e for both 
ease and renfiemcut. Yale is less costly 
than Harvard, so these institutions at 
least are not open to the reproach that 
they have introduced the millionaire in- 
to American university liio.—London 
News.
